A Permanent Protection. 

In another column of today’s Con- 
stitution there is reproduced from Th¢ 
Columbus Ledger an editorial which 
ought, in view of the condition in 
which Atlanta now finds herself, to be 
of especial interest here. 

In this The Ledger points out the 
great value of the construction to Co- 
lumbus of a line north from St. An- 
drews Bay, and the business men of 
that city are urged to take hold at 
once with a view to securing it. 

All that The Ledger says of the 
value such a line would be to Colum- 
bus is true, and we feel sure the ap- 
peal will not fall upon unwilling ears. 
In line with the public spirit and en- 
terprise which has been one of the 
characteristics of that city, the 
project will doubtless be taken up at 
once. 

We hope this will be done for the 
sake of Columbus, but more especially 
for the sake of Atlanta; and whi'lc 
the business men of the former city 
should respond to such a call for help 
as The Ledger voices, it would be 
wel] for the business men of Atlanta 
to realize how much such a iine would 
mean to this city, ang to govern them- 
selves accordingly. 

There should, of course, be no let-up 
in the present fight for freight rate 
justice, but while that question is 
uppermost in the minds of all Atlan- 
tans there should be sé¢rious consid- 
eration of this other phase of the 
freight rate question—a phase which 
if treated properly would place in the 
hands of Atlanta’s business men such 
a big stick as would make even the 
great railroad systems respect their 
rights forever. 

If a line direct to the gulf means 
much to the business interests of Co- 
lumbus, which is now within compar. 
atively easy access of the gulf by 
water and enjoys, therefore, the bene- 
fits of water competition with the 
railroads, of how much greater value 
would an independent outlet to the 
gulf be to poor, bottled-up Atlanta?

Atlanta can have an independent line 
to the gulf, if she goes about it in a 
business-like way and with all the 
energy at her command. Such a line, 
constructed under a charter safe-

As compared with this, any 
concessions which may be obtained in 
other ways must take second place. 

Meanwhile the present fight for jus- 
tice should not be abated in the 
slightest degree.

In its discussion of the handicap 
which the railroads in this section of 
the country have placed upon this 
city, The Atlanta News raises a perti- 
nent inquiry concerning the Status of 
the Southeastern Freight Association 
which seems to be an organization in 
absolute control of the making of 


‘freight rates. 


The News quotes’ the following 
irom the decision of the United States 
supreme court in the Northern Secu- 
rities case: 


oe act of congress of July 2, 1890, 
nN as the anti-trust act, is not lim- 
ited to restraints o¢ interstate and in- 
‘ernationa] trade or commerce that are 
unreasonable in thej ¢ 

eir nature, but em- 
braces all direct restraints, reasonable 
or unreasonable, imposed by any com- 
bination, conspiracy or monopoly, upon 
such trade or commerce. 

Congress has the power to establish 
rules by which interstate and interna- 
tiona] commerce shall be governed and 
by the anti-trust act has prescribed the 
tule of ‘“‘free’’ competition among those 
e' gaged in such commerce. 

Every combination or conspiracy which 
would extinguish compatition between 
Otherwise competing railroads, engaged 
in interstate trade or commerce, and 
which fn‘ that way restrain such trade 
or commerce, is made illegal by the 
act. 

The natural effect of competition is to 
increase commerce, and an agreement 
whose direct effect is to prevent this 
play of competition restrains instead 
of promotes trade and commerce. 

To vitiate a combination, such a&ghe 
act of congress condemns, it need not 
be shown that such combination in fact 
results, or will result, in a total sup- 
pression of trade, or in a complete mo- 
nopoly, but it is only essential to show 
that by its necessary operations ‘t tende 
to restrain interstate or international 
trade or commerce, and to deprive the 
public of the advantages that flow from 
free competition. 

The constitution guarantee of liberty or 
contract does not prevent congress from 
rrescribing the rule of free competition 
for those engaged 4m interstate and in- 
ternational commerce. .

The News also gives its strong in- 
dorsement to The Constitution’s cru- 
sade for an indépendent line to the 
gulf, coupling with the suggestion an- 
other which has from time to time 
been made, namely, the extension of 
the state’s road, the Western and At- 
lantic, to the seacoast. 

In the interest of the state and its 
railroad property, the Western and 
Atlantic should be so extended, if that 
is feasible. But unless there is some 
way of safeguarding the interests of 
the distributing centers of this state, 
as compared with similarly situated 
distributing centers of other states, 
we fai] to see exactly how such exten- 
sion would be any particular protec- 
tion to such commercial centers as At- 
lanta. The state would be protectei 
in revenue returns so long as it was 
able to lease the new portion of the 


old, which it could undoubtedly do, 
but there might be no more protec- 
tion against the evils of freight rate 
discriminations than is furnished by 
the present Western and Atlantic.

IS WITH JURY TODAY 


‘Trial of Slayer of Brett 
Fraught with Dramatic 
Incidents.

The fate of A. A. Walline. chargea 
With the murder of Frank Brett, wil) be 
im the hands of the jury by noon to- 
day. ‘Perhaps, the jury will have made 
UP its verdict before that hour, for the 
trial was almost completed when the 
court adjourned yesterday afternoon. 

One busy gay all but sufficed for the 
Gispowal of this case. The morning 
Was consumed in striking a jury, and 
the afternoon saw all the evidence in- 
troduced and a part of the argument de- 
livered. 

The criminal court room was packed 
and thronged from the time cour’ con- 
vened at 9 o'clock yesterday morning 
unti] the recess for the night was taken 
at 6 o'clock in the evening. It has been 
@ long time since the old court room was 
the theater for so thrilling a drama ag 
that enacted yesterday. 

It was a scene that will linger in the 
memory of the spectators. Sometimes a 
bit of humor crept in and a momentary 
ripple of amusement swept the c§owd, 
but at no time was the grim import 
of the proceedings forgotten, even for 
an instant,

Then he started 
up the stairs, whereupon Brett said, 
rushing at him: “I’m going to do it 
now.” 

He turned. he said, dodged, but was 
seized by Brett and pushed up against 
the wall. where Brett seized him by the 
throat and began to choke him. He said 
that he was weak and sick. and that the 
severe choking afmost took his senses. 
| He reeled, he said. but managed to force 
Brett to loose one hand, though the 
choking: with the other hand still con- 
tinued. 

Brett, he said pent his head down and 
placed his hand to his hip pocket. He 
(Walline) then thought that Brett was 
about to draw a weapon, an fearing 
that he would be choked f6 death any- 
way. he drew his pistol and fired two 
shots in rapid succession, but could not 
say which one of these struck Brett.
